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Chieftain Reports 

Highlighting the critical importance 
of improving student success in 
America's community colleges, the 
Aspen Institute College Excellence 
Program has named Itawamba 
Community College as one of the 
nation's top 150 community colleges eli- 
gible to compete for the 2015 Aspen 
Prize for Community College 
Excellence and $ 1 million in prize funds. 

"It is a tremendous honor for 
Itawamba Community College to be 
selected as one of the top 1 50 communi- 
ty colleges in the nation and the opportu- 
nity to compete for the significant Aspen 
Prize," said President Mike Eaton. "It is 
another indication of the success of the 
College and its exceptional faculty and 
staff." 

The Aspen Institute also selected ICC 
as a top community college in 2013 and 
a contender for the prize, which is 
awarded every two years, and is the 
nation's signature recognition of high 
achievement and performance among 
America's community colleges. It recog- 
nizes institutions for exceptional student 
outcomes in four areas, including student 
learning, certificate and degree comple- 
tion, employment and earnings and high 
levels of access and success for minority 




and low-income students. 

ICC and the other community col- 
leges that were selected were identified 
through an assessment of institutional 
performance, improvement and equity 
on student retention and completion 
measures. The 1 50 institutions are locat- 
ed in 37 states; represent urban, rural and 
suburban markets; and range from serv- 
ing more than 100,000 students to fewer 
than 500 students. ICC currently enrolls 
approximately 6,000 students each 



semester. 

Nearly half of America's college stu- 
dents attend the more than 1,000 com- 
munity colleges with more than seven 
million students — youth and adult 
learners — working toward certificates 
and degrees. 

"Community colleges have tremen- 
dous power to change lives, and their 
success will increasingly define our 
nation's economic strength and the 
potential for social mobility for every 
American," said Josh Wyner, executive 
director of the Aspen Institute College 
Excellence Program. "This competition 
is designed to spotlight the excellent 
work being done in the most effective 
community colleges, those that best help 
students obtain meaningful, high-quality 
education and training for competitive- 
wage jobs after college. We hope it will 
raise the bar and provide a road map for 
community colleges nationwide." 

Ten finalists will be announced in the 
fall. A distinguished Prize Jury will 
select a grand prize winner and finalists 
with distinction on the basis of site visits 
and the collection of additional quantita- 
tive data including employment and 
earnings data from states and transfer 
data from the National Student 
Clearinghouse.

Itawamba Community 
College students who plan to 
participate in the 2014 com- 
mencement ceremony should 
apply by Mar. 3. 

In order to begin the process, 
students must meet with their 
adviser to ensure that they are 
on track. If students do not meet 
all credit hours by ICC specifi- 
cations, they will not be able to 
participate in the commence- 
ment ceremony, according to 
Tammie Dill, degree auditor, 
records. 

To graduate from ICC, a stu- 
dent must obtain 63 complete 
course hours, 32 of which must 
be met by general education and 
3 1 by general electives. 

Students must apply for 
graduation online by visiting the 
ICC official website, 



www.iccms.edu. "On the web- 
page, scroll down until the area 
'quick links' is available and 
select the link, 'apply for gradu- 
ation,'" Dill said. "After select- 
ing the link, submit a graduation 
date, date of birth and Social 
Security number for identifica- 
tion verification." 

A fee of $30, which covers 
the rental of graduation cap and 
gown, is required to participate 
in the commencement ceremo- 
ny. Following the ceremony, the 
cap and gown must be returned 
to the Fitness Center intramural 
gym, located behind the Davis 
Event Center, to receive official 
diplomas, Dill said. 

At commencement, Phi 
Theta Kappa members wear 
approved stole and tassel, dis- 
tinguishing them as scholars 
and leaders at their college and 
in their communities. Honor 



stoles and tassels will not be 
issued unless they are purchased 
separately. To purchase a stole 
and tassel in advance, which is 
recommended, members must 
contact either Judith Griffie on 
the Tupelo Campus, 
jlgriffie@iccms.edu or Robin 
Lowe on the Fulton Campus, 
rmlowe@iccms.edu. The cost is 
$30. A limited number will be 
available for $40 at the gradua- 
tion breakfast, which is the 
pickup location for those that 
have been pre-ordered.

Nunnelee, who 
has three Mississippi 
offices, one in 
Washington, and a 
business to run. 

Trehern said that 
Rep. Nunnelee is 
"home" about one 
week a month, but his 
schedule includes 
extensive meetings and 
visits with con- 
stituents, thus the rea- 
son that week is 
referred to as "con- 



stituent work week." 

Part of Trehern's job 
includes representing 
the Congressman at 
various meetings and 
functions throughout 
the district the other 
three weeks of the 
month. "It's up to me 
to convey his conser- 
vative ideas." 

The job? "It's more 
than I expected," 
Trehern said. "I am 
amazed to see all of the 
work that it takes 
behind one person!" 

Trehern credits his 



Student Government 
Association connection 
with helping him to 
make the decision to 
apply for the intern- 
ship. "The leadership 
and political side were 
definitely a factor," he 
noted. 

Trehern said that the 
application process for 
the internship included 
completion of forms 
and an interview. 

As the only intern in 
the Congressman's 
office, Trehern said 
that he has felt a part of 



Nunnelee's team from 
the start. "Once you're 
on my team," 
Nunnelee said, "you're 
on my team for life." 

After a month "on 
the job," Trehern said 
that he now has anoth- 
er opportunity. Rep. 
Nunnelee has asked 
him to extend his 
internship through the 
summer, but this time 
in his Washington 
office, an offer he's 
considering. 

"The internship 
affords me an opportu- 
nity to work in govern- 
ment, jobs in DC, the 
economic world, an 
experience that cannot 
be easily obtained by 
other internships and 
jobs," Trehern said. 

And as for more 
opportunities, there is 
strong evidence that 
they will certainly con- 
tinue to knock in 
Trehern's future.

Transcripts vital 
for university transfer

Having a transcript. Is it impor- 
tant or not? 

For those individuals who are 
unsure of what a transcript is, ICC 
Registrar/Director of Admission 
Cay Lollar has a bit of insight. 

Lollar said that a transcript lists 
both high school and college cours- 
es as well as the grade point average, 
class ranking and excused and unex- 



cused absences. 

And, it's information that must be 
sent to the college or university 
where students transfer. 

There are three methods of order- 
ing an official transcript from ICC, 
Lollar said, online, mail or walk in 
requests. 

Online transcript requests are the 
most convenient. A credit card can 
be used for the 24/7 service any time 
of the day or week. 



After the transcript has been 
ordered, ICC will confirm via email, 
Lollar said. 

Those who choose to order a 
transcript in person must visit the 
office Monday through Friday 
between the hours of 8 a.m. and 4:30 
p.m. when the College is open. 

Transcripts can be ordered by 
mail by sending a written, signed 
and dated request to the office of 
Admission/Registrar, ICC, 602 West 



Hill Street and include the $5 fee. 

Lollar advised that if students ask 
others to pick up transcripts for 
them, they must have picture identi- 
fication for security purposes. 

Also, transcripts can be sent only 
if there is not a hold on the student's 
account.

'Book Thief: 
a steal 

"The Book Thief by 
Markus Zusak 

A FINAL NOTE FROM 
YOUR NARRATOR... I am 
haunted by humans." 

And so closes the tale of a fos- 
ter child in Nazi Germany, can- 
didly retold by the voice of many 
people's greatest fear: Death. 

Is this another story about the 
Holocaust? Yes. But a different 
book. Written by Australian 
Markus Zusak, The Book Thief 
follows the young life of Liesel 
Meminger and her foster parents, 
the Hubermanns, as they scrape 
together a living in the poorest 
part of town and, as one would 
suspect of an historical fiction 
novel covering the Holocaust, 
harbor a Jew. 

Liesel has a thing for books — 
despite not being able to read. 
When her brother dies on the 
way to their foster home, she 
steals her first book at the foot of 
his grave, there starting what 
Death calls her career as a book 
thief, though, in all honesty, she 
only stole three. Liesel forms 
attachments to the books that 
come to her in life as a means to 
cope with the trauma of growing 
up under Hitler's reign. Her fos- 
ter father, Mr. Hubermann, teach- 
es her how to read them, and she, 
in turn writes her own, which is 
picked up by death and is retold 
to you. However, do not feel like 
this has ruined any surprise end- 



ings. Death drops spoilers 
throughout the entire book, start- 
ing on page one. 

An interesting spin on fiction 
writing, Death's narrations are 
littered with the German lan- 
guage, usually followed by a 
Webster's definition or a more 
suiting colloquial translation. 
Though his commentaries are at 
times melodramatic and at others 
he skirts over the horrors of the 
Holocaust, Death is an insightful 
narrator, tuned in to both the 
characters in his story and his lis- 
teners, and he does not disap- 
point them. 

In life some things are luck, 
some things are planned, and the 
rest is ironic. Liesel Meminger 
and the Hubermanns' lives were 
patterned like that.

"The Secret Life of 
Walter Mitty" 

Ben Stiller stars in 
"The Secret Life of 
Walter Mitty," James 
Thurber's fictional 
story of a spaced-out 
film director who 
escapes his boring life 
by diving into a world 
of fantasy filled with 
adventure, romance 
and action. 

When his job at Life 
Magazine is threat- 
ened, Walter takes 
action in the real world 
by going on a world- 
wide journey that turns 
into an adventure 
greater than anything 
he could have ever 
imagined. 

Ben Stiller plays 
Walter Mitty, a Life 
Magazine employee 
who spends too much 
of his day zoned out 
and oblivious to the 
world around him 
while thinking about 
adventures and jour- 
neys that he's too afraid 
to chase. 

Paralyzed by family 
responsibilities and the 
daily work grind, 
Walter finds peace in

are at ICC's locations

Severe weather can happen at any 
time in Mississippi, but it's typically 
more likely during the spring 
months. 

During Severe Weather 
Awareness last week, towns tested 
emergency procedures and alert sys- 
tems. 

All Itawamba Community 
College faculty, staff and students 
should be prepared and know the 
safe places at all three locations — 
Fulton, Tupelo and Belden. 

According to Campus Police 
Chief Ricky Brasel, in case of severe 
weather, the cities of both Fulton 
and Tupelo have emergency sirens 
that are activated at the first sign of 
dangerous weather. 

Notifications of threatening 
weather are sent through 
ICCALERT. 

Each building at the College has 
emergency safety areas, and every- 



one should be familiar with the safe 
zones in case of an emergency, 
Brasel said. 

A listing of the safe places is 
available on ICC's website, 
www.iccms.edu, under the 
Emergency Alert tab and in the 
Emergency Procedures manuals. 

"In all cases," Brasel said, 
"everyone should remain calm and 
not panic. If you panic, it will only 
make the situation worse. Get to 
your designated safety area as quick- 
ly and safely as possible. Stay away 
from windows, doors and outside 
walls. Protect your head. Do not 
leave unless absolutely necessary 
and don't use telephones unless an 
emergency." 

Once the weather situation has 
passed, Campus Police will give the 
all-clear for students, faculty and 
staff to leave the safety zones. 

"In all cases, be prepared and 
smart," Brasel said.
